A Mutilated Election 


The Democrat and Republican 
State conventions are over and 
the campaigning is underway as 
primary battles are anticipated 
and the state election looms.

Renovations Begin Ai Inn 


Extensive renovation of the An- 
dover Inn, one of New England’s 
most famous campus hostelries, 
began this week. 

The work is expected tobe com- 
pleted during August at an esti- 
mated cost in excess of $100,000. 
The project is being underwritten 
by a group of Phillips Academy 
alumni who have asked to remain 
anonymous. 

With the exception of the closing 
of the dining rcom and bar from 
July 3, at the close of the dinner 
hour, until Aug. 2, a Sunday, the 
Inn will continue its normal func- 
tions. 

Jerry O’Donoghue, the inn- 
keeper, said work was beginning 
with the ground floor, which will 
be completely redecorated. The 
public areas include the dining 
room, the bar and the Phillips 
Room, a conference suite. The 
work will involve no structural 
changes, 

With the completion of the ground 
floor project, all bathrooms atthe 


Inn will be renovated. There are 
21 rooms with bath and 10 others 
that are booked on request for use 
as suites with connecting baths. 

The renovation also will include 
air conditioning and a new eleva- 
tor. This will involve extensive 
rewiring. 

The three-story Georgian brick 
structure was built in 1930 by the 
Trustees of Phillips Academy, the 
corporate owners. It replaces a 
stone structure dating from 1828, 
which served a variety of purposes 
included that of being known as the 
Phillips Inn, 

Moved behind the present Inn 
40 years ago, the old building 
still serves as a dormitory. It 
is known now as the Harriet 
Beecher Stowe House, in honor of 
the Nineteenth Century author who 
once lived and wrote there, 

The Andover Inn is one of a 
number of well known hostelries 
owned by New England Schools and 
Colleges and either operated 
directly or through leases. The 


work, as authorized by the 
Trustees, will not change the in- 
formal manner of a country inn. 

Other such hostelries in New 
England include the ‘Hanover Inn 
at Dartmeuth College and the 
Exeter Inn at the Phillips Exeter 
Academy, both of which have 
undergone renovations in recent 
years.

The signing of the declaration and the pronouncement 
that the colonies would be free from the Crown, took con- 
siderable work and efforts of many men. There were many 
changes made before the document was finalized.

automated voting procedures have 
been discussed, 

His concern over the problems 
prompted Monday’s meeting, 
several weeks_ before election 
time. 

He emphasized to the wardens 
and clerks, that mutilation of the 
cards is a major problem. He 
asked that they make every effort 
to avoid such action by the voters 
which is purely accidental. 

A section of the card must be 
detached before placing it in an 
envelope and inserting in the bal- 
lot box. Many times the voter 
accidentally bends the card and 
the ballot will not be accepted 
by the computer. 

Salter asked the election offi- 
cials to emphasize the importance 
of having the precinct workers 
remove the tab from the ballot, 
assisting the voter and thus avoid- 
ing any mutiliation. 

He also told the precinct offi- 
cers that instructors would be on 
hand to properly guide the voters.
